REPENTANCE 


After a man has heard and believed the gospel he must then 
repent of his sins in order to be saved. In Acts 2:38 repentance 
is commanded “for the remission of sins.” In Acts 17:30 we 
read: “And the times of this ignorance God winked at; but 
now commandeth all men every where to REPENT.” In 2 Pet. 
3:9 Peter says: “The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, 
as some men count slackness; but is longuffering to us-ward, 
not willing that any should perish, but that all should come 
to REPENTANCE,” From these verses and others that could 
be mentioned we are made to see the absolute essentiality of 
repentance. 
But what is repentance? Is it merely sorrow or regret? Is it 
just, a conviction of sin? No, it Isn’t any of these things. Often 
men have sorrow or regret over their sins, but they do not re­ 
pent. Many times people are convicted of their sins, 
but will 
not repent of them. Acts 2 is a good example of this, as those 
people were “pricked in their h eart/’ they were convinced that 
they had crucified the Son of God, yet they were afterwards 
told to repent. Repentance isn’t a reformation like either. John 
said, “Bring forth fruits therefore meet for repentance.” (Matt. 
3:8.) Reformation is a result of repentance and not repentance 
itself. Paul says in 2 Cor. 7:10, “For godly sorrow worketh re­ 
pentance to salvation not to be repented of: but the sorrow of 
the world worketh death.” A man might reform his life with­ 
out having godly sorrow. Many people reform their lives be­ 
cause of health or to please some individual. But then, what is 
repentance? 
Repentance is a change of mind or will which is prompted by 
godly sorrow and which leads to or results in a reformation or 
change of life. 
By the very nature of repentance it can be easily seen that 
one must believe before he can repent. 
Many teach that one 
must repent before he believes, but this is an utter impossibil­ 
ity. On the day of Pentecost the multitude FIRST believed that 
Jesus was the Christ, and as a result of their faith they repent­ 
ed. They were not saved WHEN they repented, for other condi­ 
tion had to be met, but no one has ever been saved without 
repentance.

Sweet Potatoes 


Cri.«p, fall weather and juicy, 
luscious sweet potatoes go w’ell 
together. 
Baked, fried, candied 
or served in puddings, pies and 
combination dishes, they offer 
lots of fuel for energy, plus other 
food nutrients, according to Jes­ 
sie Earl Cotidron, County Home 
Demonstration Agent, 


Sweet potatoes contain large 
amounts of vitamin A, some of 
the vitamin B and C groups, and 
yield fair amounts of calcium, 
phosphorus and iron. Though cal­ 
orie content is relatively high, a 
daily serving of sweet or Irish 
potatoes is necessary for a well 
balanced diet. One baked sweet 
potato yields 183 calories as com­ 
pared with 97 calories in a baked 
Irish potato of the same size. 
Calorie watchers may need ti 
leave off dessert or other less 
nutritious food to allow for a 
daily serving of potatoes. 


Try serving sweet potatoes in 
a variety of ways. 
Here’s the 
recipe for a delicious sweet pota­ 
to dessert which has been handed 
down for generations: 
Old Fashioned Grated, Raw 
Sweet Potato Pudding 
2 cups grated or finely chopped, 
raw sweet potatoes. 
2 eggs, beaten 
1/3 cup sugar 
1/4 cup unsulphured molasses 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
3/4 teaspoon allspice 
1/4 teaspoon clover 
2 cups milk 
1/3 cup butter or margarine 
Peel rawr sweet potatoes and 
grate them finely or put them 
through the food chopper twice, 
using tho fine blade. 
Combine 
eggs, 
sugar, 
salt 
and 
spices. 
Heat milk and stir in grated 
sw eet 
potatoes, and butter or 
margarine.

Makes Difference 


In Pecan Crop 


Insect control can mean the 
d ifference In 
making a pecan 
crop or not. 
This is particularly true when 
th e re has been a heavy over­ 
w intering of the dreaded crop 
killer, the pecan nut casebear­ 
er. 
Although other insects, thrips 
leafhoppers and 
aphids, cause 
dam age to foliage and sap the 
vitality of the trees, they do not 
affect the crop as directly as the 
pecan nut 
casebearer, 
for 
it 
feeds on the nut itself. 
T he small, dull olive green 
w orm comes out of w inter hi­ 
bernation when new 
shoot 
or 
tw ig growth starts in the spring. 
It bores into young shoots and 
feeds on them until the worm 
becom es m ature. For 12 to 14 
days it goes into a pupa stage 
to em erge as a moth or miller 
th a t is about the 
size 
of 
a 
clothes moth. 


T h e moth lays small bluish 
eggs on tiny pecans. The eggs 
hatch in five to seven days. The 
batched worm moves down the 
tw ig and feeds on the second 
o r th ird bud below the nut clus- 
te. 
A fter feeding four to five 
days, the worm moves back to 
th e n u t cluster and enters a nut 
th ro u g h a small hole it bores 
th ro u g h the base. 


It is during the period th at 
th e egg is on the small pecan 
and the worm is feeding on the 
buds th a t the worm has to be 
controlled for effective results. 
Once inside the pecan the worm 
is relatively safe from insecti­ 
cides and the small nut is de­ 
stroyed.

acre and then seeded rye in with 
the vetch.

The rye 
was harvested to furnish seed 
for the coming year and th e re­ 
m ainder was sold. Rem ains were 
turned under to fertilize

$1200 In Year 


And Social Security 


Nowr you can earn up to $1200 
in a calendar year and not lose 
Old-Age or Survivors benefits ac­ 
cording to Gordon Jam es, Man­ 
ager of the Fort Worth Social 
Security District Office. This new 
provision was included in the 
1954 Amendments and is effective 
with the year 1955. 
This change not only raises the

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amount of earnings permitted be­

I from month to month whereas 
now it is on an annual basis. 
The new retirem ent test in* 
I eludes all earnings regardless of 
whether 
they 
are covered 
by 
social security. 
The age beyond which the re­ 
tirement test does not apply has 
I been reduced from 75 to 72. In 
other words, after an individual 
attains age 72, he may accept his 
benefit checks regardless of the 
1 amount of his earnings. 
Between the ages of 65 and 
72, a beneficiary loses a month’s 
check for each $80.00 or fraction 
thereof he earns over the $1200 
limitation. 


Mr. Jam es states that by these 
changes, Congress greatly liberal­ 
ized the retirem ent test. As a re­ 
sult many individuals will con­ 
tinue to work on a part time basis 
and still receive their old-age 
benefits.

is really saying that he doesn’t 
care whether there are any new 
Christians or not. He is saying 
(though perhaps without realizing 
it) that what he calls his "faith" 
is not worth talking about, or rec­ 
ommending to any one else. 


Preaching and Bringing— 
Our 
rather 
technical 
word 
"Gospel” 
means simply "Good 
News." That is what it is called 
in the New Testament. Not good 
advice, or good answers to philos­ 
ophers’ riddles; just good Hows­ 
about God, 
about Jesus, about 
destiny. Luke gives us some in­ 
teresting and valuable hints about 
how this Good News was broad­ 
cast in Jesus’ own time and by 
his direction. One is in three 
words (Luke 8:1): Jesus came 
"preaching 
and 
bringing" 
the 
good news of the kingdom of God. 
The Gospel is not something just 
for talk. A tape-recorder can give 
out a sermon; but a tape-record­ 
er cannot be a preacher of the 
Gospel. A minister who preaches 
on Sunday arid disappears the 
rest of the week (if such there 
be) may be preaching the Gospel 
but he is not bringing it. Jesus 
lived by what he preached. 
The 
good news can be told by a clever 
tongue; but it can be brought only 
by a consecrated life. What would 
be thought of a grocery store 


where, if you went in. you would 
see only empty shelves, and rn 
flock of clerks who would button­ 
hole you and tell you all about 
the 
wonderful 
groceries — that 
aren't there! And what can erne 
think of a church where all you 
can And out about the love at 
God is just talk. 
and nobody 
brings the Oospel? The Gospel 
can’t be brought in a little parcel 
you can tuck under your arm like 
a prayer-book. 
It has to be 
brought in a man-sized package, 
a live sample. After a few months 
you can buy a “dem onstrator" 
car or tractor cheap; but a "dem­ 
onstrator" 
Christian 
is 
beyond 
price. 


Seed and Solis 
You would think that if we 
could only get Jesus Christ ta 
person, as he was In Galilee, into 
our church, we could convert ev­ 
erybody. Well, he didn’t. No one 
ever brought or preached the Gos­ 
pel better than he; but he did 
not meet with 100% success. 
He 
gave a reason for this that any 
farm er or gardener can under­ 
stand. Preaching the Gospel is 
like sowing seed, he said. Some-^ 
times when you look at two fields 
you may find it hard to believe 
that the same seed was sown in 
both; but so it was. 
The differ­ 
ence is in the soils. In Hutchin­ 
son, 
Kansas, there is a grain 
elevator with a capacity of ten 
million bushels of wheat. 
Every 
bushel in the hundreds of bins can 
be traced back to the area where 
it grew. On the wall in the test- 
ing-laboratory 
of 
that 
elevator 
there is a map of Kansas, county 
by county; and the kind of wheat 
each county is producing, this 
year, is marked there. The same 
seed wheat, in different counties 
or in different parts of the same 
county, may have different pro­ 
tein content or vary in number of 
bushels to the acre. So some peo­ 
ple are better Gospel-soil than 
others. 
Ta Preach and to Haal 
When Jesus sent out his dis­ 
ciples to preach, he sent them to 
heal too. Health is the church's 
business. Whatever affects man’s 
health of body, mind or soul, that 
Is the church's affair. When she 
preaches and brings the Gospel, 
she has no right to say, “What 
we preach is only for your soul.” 
The good news about God has 
transformed whole communities, 
it has changed the world for wom­ 
en, for children, for slaves, for 
downtrodden minorities. A gospel 
which is only for souls is not the 
Gospel
